LIQUOR REVENUE 
WON'T BE ENOUGH 
FOR SCHOOLS, FILER 


MIAMI, Dec. 13.—(FNS)—H. H. 
Filer, president of the Florida Edu- 
cation Association and a potential 
candidate for supetintendent of 
public Instruction in 1936, does not 
consider that liquor will provide a 
satisfactory source of revenue for 
schools, Basing hls statement on 
|the per capita consutaption of 
liquor in the United States, which 
is one gallon of liquor a year for 
every three persons, Mr. Filer 
pointed out that this amount, ap- 
plied to Florida, would not exceed 
million gallons a year, even al- 
lowing 400,000 gallons for the vis- 
iting tourists. At two dollars per, 
gallon, a state tax would produce 
less than two million dollars. 

Organized school teachers and 
other educators already have taken 
a stand against the proposal that 
liquor revenues be designated for 
the school revenue fund, A state- 
wide conference of educators will 
be held in Leesburg Saturday at 
which time a well-defined program 
will be outlined for educators of 
the state to present to the legis- 
lature for financing the next term.
